We think that we understand the 
It wants to lift the country out of its 
present state of political chaos. At pre- 
sent the influences of the Nationalist 
Party at Westminster and in Ireland are 
almost . absurdly disproportionate. At 
Westminster the party is still a force 
because its seventy votes can. turn im- 
portant . divisions. In Ireland its 
authority is at the lowest. ebb which 
it has ever reached. The Govern 
ment hopes to work through Mr. 
Redmond for the pacification of Irelard. 
In order to restore the party s influence 
it proposes to make concessions to him, 
which, as it thinks, will be accepted in 
Ireland as proofs of his political 
strength. Mr. Redmond. will then be 
able to say to the country: ' See what we 


have done for you; which of tho dis- 


ordered factions in Ireland could have 
done half so much? In a recent 
letter to fhe Swinford District Council 
Mr. Dillon spoke most cheerfully of his 
party's prospects. The Government is 
going to help it to beat the Sinn Feiners, 
and the next general election, instead of 
annihilating it, will confirm it in place 
and power. The first concession has been 
made in the removal of Sir John Maxwell. 
The next may be the withdrawal of martial 
law. Mr. Dillon is quite confident that 
all the rebellion prisoners will soon be re- 
leased. We do not propose to discuss 
these concessions on their merits. We 
shall only say that Nationalists are much 
mistaken if they think that Irish Union- 
ists want to keep Sir John Maxwell in 
Ireland and the rebellion prisoners in 
Frongoch merely as a sort of party 
triumph. It such feelings were: ever 
legitimate, no Irish Unionist can afford to 
indulge them now. ‘The gratification 
of political passions, like the price of food, 
has been made costly by the war. Our 
criticism must meet the Government on 
its own ground. These are political con- 
cessions, and We must judge them 
by their political consequences. To 
whom are they being made, or, rather, 
to whom will the Irish people 
believe that they are being made? On 
the answer to that question the Govern- 
ments new Irish policy stands or falls. 
If these concessions re-establish the Na- 
tionalist Party as a constitutional party, 
the results will be good. If they add 
prestige and authority to the forces of 
disorder and sedition in Ireland, the re- 
sults will be wholly disastrous. 

We believe that Mr. Duke s imtentions 
are admirable. We believe also that, if 
Mr. 


would try to use his recovered power in 
the interests not merely of Ireland, but 
of the Empire. Nev@rtheless, we are 
gravely doubtful about the wisdom of 
these concessions, In the first place, 
Mr. Redmond is not demanding them on 
his own account. They were formulated 
by the Sinn Feiners while the official Na- 
tionalists were still stunned by the shock 
of their fall from power. Sir John Max- 
well’s departure will be hailed as a 
triumph for the irreconcilables, not for 
Mr. Redmond. We do not doubt that it 
will help the Stan Feiners in the West 
Cork election, where, by the way, the Na- 
tionalist Party, anticipating defeat, has 
been afraid to nominate an official candi- 
date. The withdrawal of martial law can 
be a triumph only for those who had 
reason to fear it. The release of the 
rebellion prisoners is far less likely to 
help Mr. Kedmond than to reinforce the 
ranks of his bitterest enemies in Ireland 
with a stiffening of “heroes.” In a word, 
we fear that the Government 's concessions 
may have an effect exactly opposite to 
that. which Mr. Duke intends, They will 
weaken Mr. Redmond and will bring new 
adherents to the party which, if we had a 
general election to-morrow, would drive 
Mr. Redmond and his colleagues out of 
the field. We should welcome the rehabi- 
liteztion of the Nationalist Party. It has 
had a severe lesson, and already adversity 
has been good for at. During the last 
fortnight it has begun to display quite an 
intelligent interest in important Irish 
questions, social and economic, which it 
had neglected consistently for the last 
thirty years. The new concessions, how- 
ever, have two faults. As we have said, 
they are misdirected, and, even if they were 
concessions to Mr. Redmond and not to 
the Sinn Feiners, they are premature, The 
country is still full of unrest, and all its 
dangerous elements are watching eagerly 
for signs of weakness in the Government. 
Mr. Duke ought not to allow his political 
benevolence to involve the country in un- 
necessary risks. He has promised that

Army Canteens. 


The Amy Council has decided to abolish 
the contract, or “tenant,” system of su 
plying canteens for the forces at home, 
and to take the conduct of the business 
directly into military hands. On all groun:'s 
of public interest the old system was in 
defensible. The troops were rationed b. 
two methods. A ration “in. kind” wa 
delivered by the Army Service Corps, an« 
in addition a daily allowance per man vs 
made, to be expended at the discretion of 
the officer in charge of messing in “the 
purchase through the canteens of neces- 
saries other than those delivered, by the 
Army Service Corps. There are some 
eighteen hundred of t:.cse canteens, with 
a yearly turn-over of about fifteen million 
pounds, conducted by a number of com- 
petitive companies. Half a dozen cont rac- 
tors might be found conducting. twenty 
canteens in one hutment camp. This 
system had many obvious disadvan-aces. 
It involved an enormous (ver lapping 11 
administration; in some camps cleric 
transport, and dépét staffs were qua:

‘In its leading article to-day The Times, re- 
ferring to Herr von Bethmann Hollweg's 
speech, says:—There is plenty of evidence to 
show where the guilt really lies. We need only 
refor to Signor Giolitti's revelations as to Aus- 
tria's invitation to Italy, as a member of the 
Triple Alliance, to undertake a defensive 
war against Serbia in 1913—a curious proposal 
to come from Germany's peace-loving ally. The 
fact that on or before July 14, 1914, Allied 
diplomatists in Vienna had received information 
not only that Austria intended to attack Serbia, 
but also that the German Emperor had sent a 
communication encouraging her in the enter- 
prise, and promising her all sorts of support, 
if she would undertake it, is less generally 
known. It is, however, upon record, though we 
believe not yet upon public record. Then there 
is the published statement which the German 
Ambassador at Constantinople made to his 
Italian colleague eight days before the Austrian 
Note to Serbia was despatched, that it would 
be so framed as to make war inevitable. Tue 
Chancellor is now anxious to maké England the 
villain of the piece, but has not that always 
been the German attitude? Russia is occa- 
sionally chosen to fill the part. Herr Ballin, it 
may be remembered, charged Russia alone with 
forcing the war upon Europe in August,. 1914, 
and accused Lord Grey of the crime in the fol- 
lowing April. The Chancellor’s assurances that 
Germany is ready “ to join the union of peoples, 
and even to place herself at the head of such a 
union, seems to have aroused some interest in 
Holland. It will not have any such result here, 
or amongst any of the Allies. We all 
know very well that Germany 18 
resolved to put herself at the bead 
of everything if she can, and we are all quite 
determined that she shall have no hegemony 
in Europe. She has been the chief opponent 
of all practical schemes for arbitration in ihe 
past, and her professions of eagerness to see 
“the principle of right and free development 
prevail on land and on sea will be construed 
in the light of her deeds on both elements 
during the war.

If England had given this declaration of 
neutrality she would not have n ex 
to the contempt of the whole world, but 
would have gained the merit and would have 
prevented the war. I ask here, too, who willed 
the war—we, who were prepared to give Eng- 
land every imaginable security for France and 
Belgium, or England, who declined all our pro- 
posals, and refused even to indicate the way 
for the preservation of peace? Gentlemen, I 
repeat, all these things have been so repeatedly 
explained by the German Government, partly 
in. official publication, that now that the war 
has raged for over two years it goes against 
my nature to repeat these reflections, but this 
is no question of controversy. We all have the 
greatest interest in dissipating as thoroughly 
as possible the belief which again and again 
has been artificially fed that Germany has 
been the aggressor. & 


GUARANTEE OF PEACE AFTER WAR.

25.800 FEET UP IN AN 
AEROPLANE. 


The Daily Chronicle correspondent at Milan 
says:—Great Britain's world record for an 
aeroplane flight, Meld since April 26th last, 
when Hawker soared to an altitude of 23,500 
feet at Brooklands, was beaten on Thursday at 
Mirafiore Military Aerodrome, Turin, when 
Lieutenant Guido Guidi attained a height of 
25,800 feet. The flight occupied one hour and 
fifty-seven minutes. After ascending 19,750 
feet Lieutenant Guidi's barometer registered 
a temperature of 58 degrees below ero.

The writers are not content that their re- 


marks should be subversive of old ways 
of looking at things: there is a very real 
attempt to build anew on the old founda- 
tions- They are dissatisfied with the 
stagnant condition of Christianity; and. 
impelled by the belief that the Christian 
—— at its roots yet possesses an in- 
herent. power to go forth and to conquer 
the world, they are anxious that the 
Church, through clarification of ideas and 
removal of intellectual difficulties and 
adoption of a modern language of expres- 
sion, should produce a revival of religion. 
They have given themselves wholeheartedly 
to their task, and the result is that these 
essays have a freshness which many theo 
logical studies lack. 
ere are five outstanding chapters: 
viz., God and the World’s Pain (Rev. B. 
H. Streeter); we - as Understanding 
, H. Anson); pentance and Hope 
(by the author of Pro Christo et Ecclesia) ; 
orship (Rev. B. H. Streeter); Faith, 
Prayer and the World's Order (A. C. 
Turner). Mr. Streeter’s essays are espe- 
cially vigorous. He insists on the New 
Testament conception of rist, as the 
portrait of the invisible God, as supplyin 
the best justification of the ways ot God 
to men.

His essay on “ Worship” is useful no 
less for a much-needed examination of the 
psychology of public worship than for the 
suggestions which he makes for adapting 
the Book of Common Prayer to contempor- 
ary needs--suggestions untrammelled by 
any desire to rpetuate traditionary 
forms solely for the sake of the tradition 
which attaches to them. The chapter on 
w ntance and Hope” will be found 
helpful in preparation for the coming Mis- 
sion, The writer is, as usual, original, 
but always orthodox. She is concerned to 
show that repentance as consisting of self- 
condemnation is not enough—vision and 
— 9 — are needed too. A house swept 
and garnished is all very well, but you 
must put in a tenant, and that tenant must 
be the Spirit of Good—and the new Spirit 
of Good must be a deeper and more effiea- 
cious spirit than the old one.

Mr. Weekley has done, and is doing, for 
our day what was done by Archbishop 
Trench for our fathers. He investigates 
the. meaning of words over a very wide 
field. He has been engaged on a Dic- 
tionary of English Surnames ” for some 
years, and his material has grown so 
great that he has given us his Romance 
of Names,” and now sends forth his pre- 
sent book, Surnames. In it he fur- 
nishes us with a most readable and learned 
account of many surnames possessing dis- 
tinct etymological interest—some of these 
are so quaint that we could almost sus- 
pect the author of inventing them. Names 
like Makeman, Maliphant, Manchip, 
Manktelow, and Mylecrist have not been 
encountered by us in the course of our 
reading. Mr. Weekley does not omit from 
his list foreien surnames, for we see Fal- 
kenhayn, Maunoury, Maud'huy, and 
Faure figuring in his lists. As we turn
